Civil Service 
Out Of Line? 


Canada’s civil service has grown 
enormously in the last 15 years, and 
it is continuing to grow. During the 
height of the war, when all sorts of 
special services like rationing were 
set up, about 115,000 people re- 
ceived their pay cheques from Ot- 
tawa. By 1950 the total had moved 
up to 125,000. 

By last December, regular em- 
ployees totalled over 135,000, and 
altogether 170,000 people were on 
the government roll. 

This country has grown mightily 
in population, wealth and industry 
since 1939. But does an increase of 
40 per cent in population justify a 
200 per cent expansion in regula: 
civil service, even with the most 
generous allowance for new govern- 
ment services established since the 
war? 

If we go on at this rate — a thous- 
and a month were added to the na- 
tional payroll last year — then gov- 
ernment, already by far the biggest 
single employer in the country, may 
become the only one.

When man first learned to separ- 
ate the different sounds he could 
make with his mouth, and combine 
them into words, he discovered the 
secret that distinguishes him from 
all other living creatures; and made 
possible all the progress he has made 
beyond that of any other animal. 

For making words was the first 
step in intelligent communication 
with his fellows, in the comparing 
of ideas, the adding together of the 
thoughts of all, and the beginning of 
reason. 

The invention of writing and later 
of printing were wonderful as means 
of putting thoughts on paper or 
stone; but the formation of words 
was the beginning of knowledge. 

It has always been, and still is, the 
only means by which men can be 
swayed. 

The greatest Englishman of all 
time was Shakespeare, the master of 
language. The outstanding man o! 
the present century, who rallied the 
unprepared world to resist the on- 
slaught of Hitler's hordes, was 
‘Churchill — the master of language. 

Yet there are those among ow 
educators who would relegate the 
study of language to a minor posi- 
tion in our school curricula. 

It is not surprising that some men 
would exchange the vital things of 
life for the unimportant. But it is 
surprising to see such men in control 
of our educational system.

MORE CHURCH BUILDING 

Church construction in Canada in 
1954 is expected to be about $34 
millions, almost equal to construction 
indicated for chain stores. 

Included in the $34 millions is 
about $28 millions for new space, and 
about $6 millions for repair and 
maintenance. 

Bottleneck on church building pro- 
grams is lack of organizing personnel 
to quite an extent. The difficulty of 
getting enough mortgage money to 
match the money members will put 
up, is another. 

A frequent complaint is that sub- 
dividers just do not think of churches 
and consequently the churches have 
to buy residential lots in the open 
market

CONSERVATION 

Common to all Canada is the cur- 
rent problem of conservation. Which 
is not to say that it follows the same 
pattern, because while the old set- 
tled sections of the east are strugg- 
ling to replace thoughtless waste of 
natural resources, which followed the 
cutting of the forests and settling the 
land, the outposts of today are trying 
not to commit the offences and to 
plan ahead for the generations who 
will have to live when the wealth of 
today has been harvested and spent. 

Conservation is sometimes des- 

cribed as an inadequate term for the 
many activities which it embraces 
But it is not so far out, at that. In 
the early days of Canada, our grand- 
mothers made a special preserve 
called a “conserve”. It gathered the 
riches of the harvest of fruits, tied it 
all up together and added a suffici- 
ent quantity of sugar to make sure 
that it would keep against the cold 
days of winter when fresh fruit was 
not available. 
She used it up during the winter, 
but in her thrifty habits as house- 
wife and gardener she still had, year 
after year, the fruits from the well 
tended bushes from which to make 
her “conserve.” 

The preservation of these natural 
resources is the first duty ot those 
who are organized these days undet 
the banner of conservation. They 
will make good farms, fine forests, 
beautiful parks which will be used 
and still preserved for generations to 
come. They will be the best fruits 
of the conservation movement “done 
down" for the perpetual use and en- 
joyment of Canadians.
